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EDITORIAL NOTES 


ProGrEss IN HUMANIZING KNOWLEDGE 
By F. K. W. Drury 
Executive Assistant in Adult Education 
American Library Association 
THE RECENT AWARD OF $7,500 for a book which humanizes knowledge 
arouses a new interest in the production of readable books among pub- 
lishers, librarians, educators, and scientists. 

The case for the humanized book was presented first by James 
Harvey Robinson in an address delivered before the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, in June 1922, when he urged 
that scientific knowledge be effectively disseminated. Shortly after, 
he amplified this plea in his book, The humanising of knowledge, 
wherein he called for a new class of writers and teachers who would 
re-assort, select, combine, and illumine all subjects, divest them of 
their abstract and professional characteristics, and thus democratize, 
humanize, and diffuse knowledge. These writers must enlist the 
reader’s attention, present the facts in understandable terms, and 
show the significance of the information. Dr. Robinson’s suggestion 
resulted in several popular series and the A.L.A.’s Reading with a 
Purpose series. 

A study of readable books was begun at about the same time by the 
A.L.A. Commission and continued by the Board on the Library and 
Adult Education. This study by a sub-committee under the chairman- 
ship of L. J. Bailey progressed during 1925-26 until a list of illus- 
trative titles had been gathered. In 1928, Miss Emma Felsenthal was 
engaged to examine the books, and in the spring of 1929 a preliminary 
list was printed under the title, Readable books in many subjects. 
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Here are designated some 360 titles, distributed through about eighty 
subjects, which embody in some degree simplicity of language, non- 
technical treatment, brevity of statement, fluency, adult approach, and 
vitality. 

Many publishers are now offering their more popular titles at one 
dollar. Emphasizing brevity, as well as simplicity, the J. B. Lippin- 
cott Company started in 1929 its One Hour series, each of which aims 
to give a fresh survey of some phase of art, science, or social endeavor. 
Estimates of future developments in many fields are strikingly pre- 
sented in Dutton’s Today and Tomorrow series. Another readable 
series recently made available in this country is the New Library 
brought out by Cape & Smith on the basis of Benn’s Six-Penny 
Library in London. Other examples of efforts to humanize and pop- 
ularize knowledge are the lectures before the People’s Institute in 
New York issued by W. W. Norton & Company for 1928 as Outline 
of Aesthetics, and for 1929 as The New Arts, and the various art 
series published in London by The Studio now made available in the 
United States by William Edwin Rudge. New volumes are being 
added likewise to the longer established Home University Library of 
Modern Knowledge, published in America by Henry Holt & Com- 
pany. These are the successful modern equivalent of Harper’s Family 
Library of a hundred years ago, and Appleton’s International Scien- 
tific series of which a few volumes are still in print. 

From the study of the A.L.A. sub-committee and the investiga- 
tions of Miss Felsenthal, some subjects were uncovered in which 
there was at that time scant material of the sort desired. Some of 
these were: psychology, child study, economics and social problems, 
business problems, biology, physiology, zoology, the physical sciences, 
various industries and occupations, art, sports of many kinds, the 
history of various countries and periods. 

The Felsenthal list of Readable books was called to the attention 
of those publishers whose books were included in it. This followed out 
the conclusions of the A.L.A. Commission: “Librarians must offer 
to writers and publishers the results of library experience as to the 
kinds of books that need to be written. . . . It is important that li- 
brarians, writers, and publishers give their best thought and efforts 
to this problem. As we realize more and more that the future of our 
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civilization is based on a common democracy of very common people, 
we will recognize the absolute necessity of spreading among the mass 
of the people the general ideas upon which progress depends.” 

A survey of the books suggested for small libraries in the numbers 
of the Booklist from January, 1929 through December, 1930 reveals 
over forty titles which might come within the humanizing and read- 
able test, though perhaps they might not be written simply enough to 
qualify as “first books.” In the field of science some of these titles are:

Recent word from some of the publishers who acknowledged the 
receipt of the Readable books list, reveals a conscious effort on their 
part to procure and produce the humanized volume. Again limiting 
the field to science, some titles projected by a few publishers may be 
cited as illustrating this tendency: 

One publisher is projecting This new age, and Short talks on sci- 
ence. Another publisher announces Behemoth, the story of power; 
Crusaders of chemistry; The master of destiny, a biography of the 
brain; The science of life. A third publisher specifies that the achieve- 
ments in geology are to be recorded in The story of the geologists. 
Still another publisher sends word that a new department has been 
organized to publish the popular book for the reader with little scien- 
tie training, and announces that three titles have been arranged for: 
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Flights from chaos; Man and the stars; and Outposts of biological 
knowledge. 

One publisher makes known the publication of Riders of the plague, 
which will picture some of the worst plagues that have afflicted the 
world and describes the way man has found out about them in order 
toavoid them. A sixth publisher heralds the publication of The adven- 
ture of science, which will be one of a series of biographical and inter- 
pretative chronicles in various fields of work and will be capped about 
1932 by The story of civilization. He also announces the publication 
of The great astronomers. Another publisher calls attention to his 
series of Dollar Books, which aim to be authoritatively written, scien- 
tifically accurate, and thoroughly readable. The series was begun 
with Research narratives, continued by Nature narratives, and Animal 
autobiographies, and is to be carried further by books on archeology, 
heredity, and the national parks. 

It thus becomes evident that the publishers are alive to the desir- 
ability of issuing readable, humanized books which can be selected by 
libraries and made available to their adult readers. It is the hope of 
all that these expectations may be fulfilled.

The other is the 
High-school science library for 1929—30, an annual list begun in 1925, 
compiled by Hanor A. Webb of the George Peabody College for 
Teachers, Nashville, Tennessee. In this the books are arranged under 
subjects, and price groups ranging from a few “key books” totaling 
only ten dollars to two hundred and fifty dollars or more are indicated.

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FROM SOME NEW BOOKS

I RETURN TODAY THE BOX OF NEWSPAPERS FOR A NEW LOAD. It is astonishing how 
very little information is to be found in them. I want to learn all I can about 
the social and economical condition of the country in 1800. Can you send me 
a few books on the subject in the return box with the newspaper volumes? I 
want the Memoirs of Lindley Murray by himself. New York. 1827. John 
Fitch’s Biography by Westcott, Phil. 1867. Colden’s Life of Fulton, 1817. 
There is, I believe, a History or Memoir about the Middlesex Canal which I 
want to see; and I want to find out how much banking capital there was in the 
U. S. in 1800, and how it was managed. I want a strictly accurate account of 
the state of education and of the practise of medicine. I want a good sermon 
of that date, if such a thing existed, for I cannot find one which seems to me 
even tolerable, from a literary or logical point of view. If you in your historical 
work have come across any facts or authorities which would aid me, I should 
like to beg them of you, especially if they tend to correct me. Thus far my impres- 
sion is that America in 1800 was not far from the condition of England under 
Alfred the Great ; that the conservative spirit was intensely strong in the respect- 
able classes, and that there was not only indifference but actual aggressive re- 
pression towards innovation; the mental attitude of good society looks to me 
surprisingly medizval. I should wish to correct this impression. Did Harvard 
or Yale show anything to the contrary before 1800? I can see that Philadelphia 
was reasonably liberal and active-minded; was any other part of the country 
equally so? Was there a steam-engine in the United States? .

YET ANOTHER INGREDIENT EITHER IN ESSENCE or in tincture is seldom absent 
from the tale of adventure—the romantic. And whatever else this battered term 
may signify, romance is invariably flavoured with the extreme. It flowers in the 
mind when life is being lived not merely at an uncustomary but at a hazardous 
poise. It must come of itself... 

The sudden attainment of wealth, or of power, or of fame may be romantic; 
an abrupt unforeseen fall from high estate is hardly less so. Rare beauty, human 
or natural or supernatural, is romantic. So too may be unique ugliness. The 
romantic is also not far distant from the tragic on the one side, and on the other 
from the sentimental. Lay it on too thick and it is as insipid as a wedding-cake 
consisting solely of sugar-icing. It is perhaps most effective when it is most 
unexpected ; then a mere relish, a mere glint of it may redeem a situation which 
otherwise would be commonplace.
